Thursday. Jan. 17th, nt 8:05 a.m.. 
Morrison, tbe murderer of the Mo- 
Arthur family, of Hoosomln, was 
hanged at Reglnn, N. W. T. His 
crime was one of the most brutal ones 
of recent years.

After the couc luslon of uls speech 
the rope was placed In position and 
the black cap placed over his eyes. 
Cnpt- Gltlam offered prayer, during 
which the holt wbh drawn which 
launched Morrison Into eternity.

God undoubtedly fouud ttie Israel- 
ites under the loug tinndugc of tCgypt 
sn depraved, that He had actually 
tukeu one of them as a child from 
their midst and educated it iu the 
court nr riinruoh to let him— Moses- 
see the divinity of freedom, and the 
devillshness of slavery. Hence the 
mysterious way Moses had to walk 
before he heenmc the deliverer of the 
Israelites. 

Are you u flee man, laboring will- 
ingly In the cause of rlghteousuess, or 
are you a slave, tolling with aching 
heart and smarting conscience In the 
service of sin 't You are cither lu 
one or the other of these two classes, 
which have their faces set in opposite 
directions. Oue labors In the light 
of henven upward towurd the sun ; 
the other is mined away from thnt 
light and toils in the shadow of Its 
own self. 

If you are In bondage, you may be 
delivered by a greater than Moses.

From some 
strange motive, or from no Intelligible 
motive at all, there will occasionally 
be a blank refusal on ihe pari of a 
child to obey some distinct com- 
mand. Now ui. sucu limes. I he course 
ordinarily adopted by parents will lie 
to compel obedience at all costs, and 
it is no uncommon experience for 
there to he a regular battle between 
the parties. 

Tlie parent says. "My hoy refuses to 
pronounce a word In his lessons, or to 
close a door, or to do something else 
that I have commanded him. The 
act iiseif is a trivial matter, but the 
obedience is of lasting importance. 1 
mnst compel that obedience at all 
hazards." 

Tiie bey, in some strange and infat- 
uated spirit, obstinately refuses. Pun- 
ishment follows ; the boy still re- 
fuses : then conies alternate plead- 
ings, scoldings, weepings, aud prayers 
—oil of which the bay meets with tin; 
same dogged refusal, and so tlie cou- 
illel will be carried yn for hours, to 
the henrr-brenklng distress of tlie par- 
ents and the unutlciablc wretchedness 
of the child. At length the boy sur- 
renders, and the parent feels a meas- 
ure of satisfaction in having secured 
Ihe ohedieuca which he feels to lie of 
life-long advantage to the child. 

THY BED BEFORE CAHE. 
Now. there can be no question about 
the' - Importance of securing the re- 
pentance and submission of tlie boy. 
Kur is the plan which 1 have described 
Ihebest 7 1 submit that It Is not. I 
would advise Iliat iustend of entering 



on this discission, the child In- 
sent to lied on the lirst net of dis- 
obedience, prayed wllh, the charac- 
ter of his disobedience being explained 
<o htm. and so loft to his own rellec- 
lions. Tlie probability Is that on Ihe 
lollowlng morning lie will volunteer 
a confession of his fault, and promise 
thai It shall never occur again. If 
he docs not follow (Ills course, then, 
as with other evil-doings, he must be 
placed out of the hounds of your 
pleasure until he does. 

7. YOU MUST HAKE RELIGION

being.

Cleverton'i Story. 

If ever a fellow was born with u 
silver spoon In his mouth, it was 
Cloverton. Evidently, also, that wns 
his curse. 

His fniher was n wealthy city gen- 
tleman, and tbe boy was brought np 
as befitted his station in life. At six- 
teen the services or his private tutor 
were dispensed with, and he was sent 
to college to complete his edncatlon. 

Visits to tlie Continent with a 
cheque for £50 from "the Dud," were 
hardly likely to Improve his morals 
or assist in preparing him for tho 
steady grind of a mc-rcautlle or pro- 
fessional life.

His 
fortune had faded away. 

K™d over heels In debt, nnd dunned 
by his creditors from day to day, 
Cloverton at last yielded to tempta- 
tion, and to the suggestions of two 
companions In the same house, mueh 
less scrupulous than himself. Quiet- 
ing his conscience by the thought thnt 
he wns only borrowing, ond would as- 
suredly repay, he committed his first 
theft, and sharing the spoils with his 
"chummles," he falsified his books so 
cleverly that he was not discovered. 

Onee started down hill, Cloverton 
had no difficulty In continuing his de- 
scent Growing bolder wttb each suc- 
cess, he helped himself to his em- 
ployers" cash as his own needs became 
more pressing, covering each gulltv 
act by a false entry. 

Cloverton's defalcations were spread 
over several years, and dnrlng this 
time he was not without serious mis- 
givings. He felt that eventually bis 
sin would find htm out, and he be- 
came nervous and agitated. Finally, 
be could stand the strain no longer, 
and determined to throw up his sir- 
uatlor. 

Notwithstanding the fact that h« 
hod heea robbing his employers right 
nnd left, be passed ont of thp count- 



ing-house with a splendid reference in 
his pocket, and a promise that, should 
lie h e dissatisfied with the position to 
which he was going, lie could return 
nt any lime. 

It was not, however, such an easy 
matter for Cloverton to wash his 
hands of this hitler business. His 
crimes had not stopped ut filching the 
funds of the firm hy whom he was 
employed. He became intimate with 
a woman who represented herself to 
be the daughter of a clergyman, and 
secured her a position lu the name 
house as himself. 

In a burst of confidence he told her 
bow hopelessly he was compromised, 
and then put himself completely Into 
her hands. She was not slow to take 
advantage of this knowledge, and 
blackmailed him to the fullest possi- 
ble extent. 

Cloverton made anotber struggle for 
liberty, and attempted to get out of 
tbe woman's wiles by deserting her. 
He was too late, she had already be- 
trayed him. 

Holidaying In the West of England, 
Cloverton was scarcely surprised, on 
returning from a visit to "The Mum- 
bles," to find a gentleman from Lon- 
don waiting at the station, a gentle- 
man who introduced himself with the 
significant remark : "I am glad to 
sec you." Cloverton wos not quite 
prepared to return the courteous sal- 
utation. 

The curtain ran down at a some- 
what celehmted court In tbe city, the 

case coming hefore Sir P E . 

Cloverton pleaded guilty, his counsel 
begged for lenieney on the ground of 
his client's first offence, to which, also, 
wns added the entreaties of the senior 
member of the firm which had been 
victimized. With the words, "I will 

be merciful," on his lips, Sir P 

sentenced tbe prisoner to seven years' 
penal servitude, and Cloverton was 
led away to atone for his misdeeds. 

Of his prison life we cannot here 
speak, but picture for yourself the 
plight of a man brought up as Clovor- 
tou had beeu, when sent to walk the 
plank and perform other menlnl and 
manual labor. 

Released "on leave," he procured a 
situation by strategy. Discovered by 
a fellow-prisoner, also on leave, and 
fearing a disclosure, be got the man 
employment. Several articles myster- 
iously disappeared from his boarding- 
house, however, Cloverton, on his 
guard, determined to eut h!s unwel- 
come companion and abandon for 
ever his own evil. wnys. He, there- 
fore, turned his steps In the direction 
of the Salvation Army Prison Gate 
Home, beennie soundly converted, nnd 
now nils nn honorable and useful 
position.

Ktaff- 
Capt. King, the Superintendent, has 
purchased n large quantity of timber 
from the municipality, aud several 
sheds are already p:icki-u with tons of 
chopped wood, rendy to deliver to 
business folk and householders. "The 
Cnui> Argue." In dealing with the new 
yard In Its leading article, urges the 
public to lend their support, and adds, 
"Later on the Labor Yard may prove 
the solution of one of the most diffi- 
cult problems in connection with the 
relief of the poor, not only in Cape 
Town, hut Throughout .South Africa, 
and the experiment deserves success." 

Huslgn Soul, who is working among 
Hie Zulus hi Fouth Africa, writes to 
say that a chapter of accidents has 
lately occurred to him and his soldiers. 
They have been visited by swarms or 
locusts, and although they fought 
these pests by every means in their 
power for four days, the locusts, by 
reason of their numbers, defied all 
opposition, and swept everything • lie- 
fore them. This means that the labor 
nf months, the seed for which he had 
to scrape and screw, and the cash 
spent on the renclng, has all been 
wasted iu the useless attempt to raise 
a crop. In addition to this disease 
broke out among his poultry, aud 
many of his best, birds died, whilst the 
the final calamity came In the bnrst- 
Ing of the tank and the loss of their 
foar hundred gallons of water— a scr- 
Inus item In such a climate.

TUB DIVISION OP TUB EMPIRE. 

(Continued.) 

The two Emperors were good sol- 
diers, and kept the enemies back. s» 
that Diocletian celebrated a triumph 
at Xicoinedia ; but hi- lia.l ».. Illness 
Just after, and, ax- he was ilfiy-nlne 
years old, he decided that H would be 
belter lo realgu the Empire while lie 
was still in his full strength, ami he 
persuaded Mnxiinlan to do the same, 
in 305, making f.'niistautltis mid Calei'- 
lus Emperors In Ihelr slead. OoiiKtti.it- 
lus slopped (lie persecution in llie 
West, but It raged ns much as over in 
the East. Constnntliis fought bravely 
bolh In Britain and Gaul, will, the 
enemies who tried to break lino the 
Euiplrd. The Franks, one of the 
Teuton nations, were constantly break- 
lug in on Ihe (■astern frontier or Gaul, 
and tlie Caieduiiiuus on the northern 
bonier of the settlements in Britain. 
He opposed them gallantly, and was 
much loved, but died at York. A. II. 
WW, and Gnlerlus passed aver Ills sn... 
Constanline, and appointed a favorite 
of his own, named Licinius, Conslan- 
tlne was so inueli beloved by the army 
and people of tJaul that vliey proclaim- 
ed him Emperor, and he held the 
Province or Britain and Gaul securely 
ngulnst nil enemies. 

Old Ala.\lmiaii. who hud only retired 
on the command of Diocletian, now 
came out rrom his retreat, and culled 
on his colleague to do Ihe same : but 
liincletian was far too happy on his 
Utile farm nt Salnua to leave it, and 
answered the messenger who urged 
him again to take upon him the purple, 
witn— "Come and look at the cabbages 
1 have planted." However, Maxlmlau 
wns accepted as the true Kmpernr by 
tbe Senate, and made his son, Max- 
eullus. Cii-snr, while he allied hlmsclr 
Willi ("oiistantinc, to whom he gave 
his daughter. Fnusla. in marriage. 
Mnx.nilits turned oui a rebel, and 
drove ihe old mill nwiiylo .Marseilles, 
where ('oiistantinc gave him a home 
mi condition of his uoi interfering with 
government : but lie could not rest. 
and raised Ihe troops in ihe south 
ti gainst his son-in-law. Constantino's 
tinny marched eagerly against lilui 
and made him prisoner, bill even then 
lie wns pardoned : .vol lie sliil plnltod. 
and tried to persuade his daughter, 
Faustn, to murder her liusbau.l. 1'pon 
this. Constantino was obliged lo have 
him put lo dentli. 

dalcriiiK died soon ufler of a horrible 
disease, during which be was 11 lied 
Willi remorse for his cruelties lo the 
Christ la mt, sent to en treat Ihelr pray- 
ers, and slopped the perso.itthin. "n 
his death, l.icliihis seixed pari of his 
dominions, and there were four men 
calling Hieinscives Emperors -Licinius 
In Asia. iniK.i Maxliniu In Egypt, Mtix- 
enlius n( lM.me. an.l Constantino III 
Gaul. 

There was sure soon to he a terrible 
struggle. II. began between Maxell I ins 
and Coustnnllne. Tills Itisl marched 
on 1 : of Gaul and entered Italy. He hud 
hitherto seemed doubtful between 
Christianity and paganism, but :i wen 
der wns seen In the heavens before his 
whole arinv. namely, a bright cross 
of light In the iimm-thl« sky, with the 
words plainly lo be traced round it. 
In hoc slguo vinces— "In this sign 
thou sbalt con.iner." The sight de- 
cided his mind : he proclaimed him- 
self a Chris-tan. and from Milan is- 
sued foil it nn edicl promising the 
Christians ills favor and prnloclion. 
Grent victories were gained by him at 
Turin. Verona, and on the hanks or 
the Tiber, where, at the buttle or th<- 
MHvhin Bridge, in 312. XIaxeiilliis was 
defeated, am! was drowned In crossing 
the river. Constantino entered Rome, 
and wns owned by the senate as Em- 
peror of the Went,

CHAPTER II.-(ConUnued.) 

0UTUHB OF THEMOEK IHPOBTAMT STBUC- 
TUHBS AND FUNCTIONS OF THB BUOUf 
BODY, 

The Alimentary Canal. 
Tbe alimentary ennui Is an Irregular 
iubo, about thirty feet long, whuu 
stretched out The mouth Is Uid open- 
ing luto Its upper end, and the gronter 
uart of It lies twisted and tolled up 
in lhe abdomen. The Urst part, ex- 
tending from the back part of the 
month to the stomach, Is called the 
a-jophugus, or gullet, nud simply 
■serves to convey food to Uic stomach. 
THE STOMACH— The stomach Is 
tilt' most dilated part of Uie nllmctii- 
ary canal. This dilatation forms a 
conical sack, curTcd on Itself, nud sit- 
Hilled In the nhdonien oil the left side 
i if i In- body below the lungs and heart, 
and separated from them by (lie 
diaphragm. Its large cud Is at (he 
left side, covered by the lower rlhs, 
while- its small eud on loud* over to the 
right side. When moderately full It Is 
about twelve inches in length and four 
in height, fts capacity belug about 
ilnce pluts In the adult, lu the stom- 
ach Is accomplished port of the pro- 
rc»s of digestion. It secretes from Its 
walls an aeld fluid, called the gastric 
Juice, which acts chemically, on tin- 
food, which Is also reduced or broken 
up by the niovcineuls of its walls. 

THE SMALL INTESTINE.— The 
small Intestine is a cnulfnuntloii of the 
alimentary rminl extending from the 
stomach to the large Intestine. It Is 
about twenty feet In length, and ties 
lu colls In the abdomen. In tt lb-' 
portions of tile food which have been 
cither partially or not ut all acted 
upon by the Knstrle juice come in con- 
tact with the Intestinal juice, which 1* 
secreted from the walls of the small 
latestlne, the pancreatic Juice, which 
comes from the pancreas or sweet- 
bread, and with the bile from the 
liver. All of these have their share 
In the process of digestion, ench acting 
on parts of the food Hint the others do 
not nffect. 

After the food Is digested, or. In 
other words ptit luto a condition pro- 
per to be introduced Into the blood 
and to not'rlsii the tissnes. It is ab- 
sorbed from the stomaeh and 
Intestines by means of ves- 
sels for that imrposc situated In the 
walls of those lrgans. nnd thence goes 
into the blood. 

THE LARGE INTESTINE.-The 
small Intestine termlnntes In the large 
Intestine, a sertton of the alimentary 
canal, mncu lurger In diameter, and 
abont four feet in length. It runs up 
the right side tit the abdomen, crosses 
over under the stomach nnd liver and 
passes down tbe left side and ends in 
the rectnm, the last part of the ali- 
mentary canal. 

Tho Liver. 
The liver Is a lar«e, reddish-brown 
organ, weighing from three to four 
poands. It lies in the abdomen, under 
the lungs, aud separated from them 
by the diaphragm. The greater por- 
tion of It Is in the right side of the 
body, while the remaining part ex- 
tends Into tbe left side. It measures 
from ten to twelve Inches from side 
to side, six or seven from before back, 
nnd Is about three inches thick In Its 
thickest nart. 

Tbe function of the liver Is to secrete 
tbe Wle and to produce chemical 
changes In certain of the constituents 
if lhe blood. 

Tbe Kldnofs. 
The kidueys are two bean-shaped 
glandnUtr bodies, placed in the back- 
part of the abdominal csvJty, one on 
each side of tbe spine at the level of 
the small of the back. Each kidney Is 
abont four Inches in length, two in 
thickness, and weighs about five 
ounces. Internally there Is a small 
cavity, and leading from It Is a dnet 
or tube, through which the uriut flows 
to the bladder. 

The function of the kidneys Is to 
secrete, or separate, the nrine from 
the blood. The average dally secretion 
of the fclrtupya !s nbont fifty onneen— 
nhont three pints. 



The Skin. 

The skin Is a tough, flexible and 
elastic covering to the body. It Is a 
bad conductor of heat nnd consequent- 
y, with Hie help of the fatly tissue 
beueaili, prevents the escape of iient 
from the Itody. 

It is ihe principal seat of the sense* 
of touch, and In tt arc sweat nnd 
sebaceous glands, hair follicles, nerves, 
nnd blood-vessels. 

The sweat glands secret lu twenty- 
four hours about thirty-five ounces of 
wntcr. or nearly ns much as the kid- 
neys, and wllli the water is thrown off 
large quantities of wnste material 
from the tissues. 

From the above- It may easily he 
seen that the skin Is not the simple 
structure it nppears, and that It has 
other functions ihan to simply cover 
the body. The excretory functions of 
the skiu nnd kidneys are very closely 
related, diminution of (he action of 
the skin liolug accompanied by lu- 
crcase of the action of the kidneys, 
and vice versa.
